GAINESVILLE, Miss. — e 
first rocket arrived Sunday, Octo, 
ber 17, at the National Aer : 
and Space Administration’s Missis- 
sippi Test Facility in cock 
County, completing a 4,000-mile, 
17-day voyage from Seal Beach, 
California. 

Designated the S-II-T, it is an 
all-systems test model of the second 
stage of the giant Saturn V launch’ 
vehicle which will boost American 
astronauts to the moon. 

The stage, 81% feet long and 
33 feet in diameter, entered the 
navigation lock at the site at 12:45 
p.m. aboard the harge “Little 
Lake” and was moved to the stage 
transfer dock. Following removal 
of protective covering and inspec- 
tion, the S-II-T is scheduled to be 
barged to the new S-II test stand 
for installation and subsequent 
testing. 

Arrival of the rocket came only 
29 months after the first tree was , 
cut and construction began on 
May 17, 1963, at the NASA proving 
ground for stages of the free 
world's most powerful space pro- 
pulsion vehicles. The monumental 
task of converting over 13,000- 
acres of forest and swamp land, 
into a modern, $260 million ground — 
testing laboratory has involved as 
many as 30 prime contractors and 
250 subcontractors. 

The S-II-T was developed and 
built by the Space and Information’ 
Systems Division of North Ameri- 
can Aviation, Incorporated, at Seal 
Beach, California. The propulsion 
system for the S.I stage is a 
cluster of five J-2 engines, deve- 
loped by NAA’s Rocketdyne Divi- 
sion, which generate an aggregate 
thrust of 1,000,000 pounds, or 
more than 21 million horsepower. 

The converted U. S, Navy Ship 
“Point Barrow” transported the 
rocket from Seal Beach via the 
Panama Canal to a dock at the 
NASA Michoud Assembly Facility 
in New Orleans. It was there 
placed aboard the “Little Lake” 
for the 45-mile trip via the Intra- 
coastal Canal and the East Pearl 
River to MTF. 

Mississippi Test Facility is a 
division of the George C. Marshall 
Space Flight Center, Huntsville, 
Alabama. The Marshall Center has 
the responsibility for developing 
NASA's large launch vehicles.

Hancock County are in tidal marsh. 
Most of this land is seldom if ever 
used. Firm marsh can be used for 
grazing but much of the marsh in 
this county is not firm enough to 
support cattle. Some have suggested 
building dikes around this land re- 
claiming it as did the Dutch with 
the Zida Zee. Experts from Hol- 
land say it won't work. The Zida 
Zee is reclaimed ocean. Tidal 
marsh is a different matter entire- 
ly. 

When marsh is drained and al- 
lowed to dry it forms what is 
called “Cat-clay” which is a strong- 
ly acid clay soil that will not sup- 
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be corrected by adding lime, ‘ac- 
cording to W. W. Neely, Biologist 
of the Soil Conservation Service 
South Carolina who has made in. 
tensive studies of developing tidal 
marsh. There are a few alternatives 
according to Mr. Neely as long as 
the land isn’t allowed to dry. 

By constructing ponds of five 
acres or larger and controlling 
water level and salinity to favor 
native plants such as widgengrass 
or salt marsh bulrush Neely has 
developed choice areas for duck 
shooting. He has also developed 
tidal marsh for shrimp cultivation 
and salt water fish ponds. 

Developing marsh, however, is 
at best an expensive undertaking 
and one would do well to count 
the cost before starting such a 
task. For more information on 
developing tidal marsh contact 
your Soil Conservation Service 
technician.
